TONE AND VOLUME. 
“ A re the harps tuned to any particular 
pitch, so os to be used 
with 
other instru­ 
ments*” 
“ No, 1 do not taka tho trouble to pitch 
them unless they ara ordoro 1 that way.

is ea^y enough, however, 
to do this by 
shprtening or lengthening the stem at the 
end of the tongue uutil tho tone corresponds 
with the note required. 
.Soma people can 
play two harps at tho same time, and when 
a pair is ordered for that purpose 1 alw ays 
have to give them the same pitch. 
Most of 
the instruments of finer quality are made to 
order, and of course I havo to make them to 
suit m y customers. 
A very fine instrument 
is made with a polished iron frame, a little 
heavier than tho* cheap grades, which are 
usually only sold for toys. 
Tho additional 
weight or the frames gives more solidity to 
its tone«. 
The penny harps are made by 
qnsk tiled workmen, and are of very little 
value as mufical instruments.” 
Most of the harps are made for out-of- 
town trade, and a large number are sent 
west ©very year. 
For ttie la>t two years 
business has been very dull, and it seems as 
if jewsharp playing was waning in popular­ 
ity. 
In Ireland 
and 
Scotland tho instru­ 
ment is very popu'ar, ospocially among t ie 
Scotch, who take about two-thirds of all the 
jewsbarps made in Belfast, 
'lhe finer class 
of goods are usually made w ith silver-tipped 
stem , but this does not make any difference 
in tho t me, the richness aud volume of 
which depmded entirely on the workman­ 
ship and the delicacy with which the tongue 
is adjusted to tho frame. 
Tue only trouulo 
about a jaw-hurp h that it is not a very 
durable instrument, for after a year’s 
use 
the tone usually becomes dull and loses 
the 
clearness of its vibrations. 
It cau easily bt 
retained, however, by refitting the 
tongue, 
and a largo number of instruments are re- 
reived every year to be repaired.
